FROM THE DEAD. 


HENRY ‘GOLSEN, THOUGHT TO 
B SLAIN, RETURNS. 


He Left to Avoid a Whipping and 
His Parents Were Charged with 
His Murder—His Various

CRESTON (lIowa,) Dee. 17.—In August, 


1888. Henry Groben, the .twelve-yedr-old 


son of John Groben, Who resides near Heb- 
ron, Adair county, disappeared. Mrs. Gro- 
ben, Henry’s stepmother, was accused of 
his murder and with concealing his body 
in a cave on the premises of her father, 
who resides in this city. After nine 
years of wandering, Henry has returned 
to his grandfather. 

Young Groben left home to escape a 
whipping for having picked the Jock of a 
trunk and played with some gold coin it 
contained. The grandparents at once ac- 
cused Mrs. Groben of his murder, The ex- 
citement was intense. Searching parties 
scoured the county, but no trace of the 
missing boy could be found. Mr. and 
Mrs. Groben were arrested and tried for 
murder in the first degree, but were ac- 
quitted. The acquittal aroused the neigh- 
bors, who determined that they should 
not escape punishment. A rumor gained 
currency that two men and a woman had 
gone out to the home of Mrs. Groben's 
father, Isaac Mann; that the men had 
lifted a large box from the wagon and 
carried it to the cave and that the whole 
party remained in the cave until morning. 

A search warrant was, secured and the 
floor of the cave was dug up to a depth 
of several feet, but no trace was found of 
the missing boy. The indignation of the 
community was at fever heat. A mob 
was organized and was on the point of 
starting to lynch the Grobens when the 
authorities got word of it and, by hard 
work and threats of arrest, persuaded the 
mob to desist. Men watched the Grobens 
closely and they did not dare to stay at 
home at nights. Their crops were ruined 
by parties who, night after night, searched 
the farm for the body of the missing boy, 
‘The excitement held over three years. The 
return of the boy, now grown to man- 
hood, naturally caused a sensation. 

The boy's adventures were many. He 
first went to Chicago, where he stayed 
two years. From there he went to 
Louisiana and subsequently to California, 
where he established a novelty shop and 
became comparatively wealthy. He then 
purchased a mine, making payments at 
intervals. Then misfortune overtook him. 
He could not meet the payments when due 
on his mine and it went into the hands 
of the original owners. Groben tried for 
several years to gain another foothold, 
but without success and finally, disheart- 
ened, he came back to his old home al- 
most penniless.

The Dead Woman Said to Have Been 
Inveigled into a “Greengoods’’ 
Scheme Her Sister De- 
nies the Story.

MINNBAPOLIS, Dec. 17. — Claus A, 
Blixt, the self-confessed murderer of 
Catherine Ging, was arraigned in the Dis- 
trict Court this morning, and in a weak 
voice pleaded not guilty. The case was 
set for trial January 7, despite Attorney 
Odell’s request that it should not be set 
earlier than January 27. 

When Blixt stood up at the bar and 
his.attorney entered a plea of not guilty, 
County Attorney Nye was much taken 
back. He spoke sharply to the prisoner 
and asked if he understood what he was 
doing. Blixt seemed dazed, but finally 
said balf:defiantly. that he did. Nye was 
therefore forced to face the probability 
of a trial of the case where he had ex- 
pected a plea of guilty. Blixt made no ex- 
planation of his action, and the State 
asked none. The defense of Blixt will be 
on the plea of temporary insanity, brought 
on by the use of alcoholic stimulants 
given by another for the purpose ot pro- 
voking the deed. Odell claims to have 
medical testimony which will bear out 
this theory. 

Hayward, he claims, was unable to se- 
cure the services of Blixt in the fearful 
crime until he had filled him with a pint 
of whisky taken almost at one dose. He 
intends to show that alcohol had a crazing 
effect ordinarily.on Blixt, and in this case 
the effect was more than ordinary, His 
past history shows that whisky affects him 
so as to make him temporarily insane, he 


the stand and 
ward, and that @tory will be in Une with 
his own defense, and yet will blacken 
Hayward more than ever.

All hope.of Hayward, therefore, that 
Blixt will not testify against bim has 
practically fled, for it will be Blixt’s plan 
to have Hayward tried first and convicted, 
if possible, and this will let him off with 
perhaps a second, or the attorney de- 
lieves, third degree verdict. 

A “GREEN-GOODS” STORY. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Dec. 17.—An 
afternoon paper says that the latest devel- 
opment in the Ging murder case is the 
discovery of evidence that leads the 
authorities to the belief that Harry Hay- 
ward is the Western agent of a ‘“‘green- 
goods combination, whose headquarters 
are at New York, with a principal branch 
at Chicago. The first clew to this was 
given by one of the members of the gang, 
whose conscience was quickened by the 
murder of Catherine Ging. 

A day after the murder Julia Ging, the 
twin sister of Kittfe, who resides at Au- 
burn, N. Y., received an anonymous letter 
saying that her sister had been murdered 
and that she had better have the matter 
investigated. A search, the letter inti- 
mated, would bring the facts to light in 
the case and the guilty parties to justice. 
The tone of the letter, as well as several 
hints therein, leads the authorities to be- 
lieve that if the murder had not been com- 
mitted as quickly as it was the writer 
would have furnished evidence enough to 
lead to the truth of the affair. In fact, the 
authorities of New York did take up the 
clew offered by the letter, and, following 
it up, discovered that the writer was a 
member of a ‘“green-goods” gang, which 
has been operating extensively. 

What additional facts the officers discov- 
ered have been kept secret, but it has 
been learned that the connection of Harry 


4 Hayward with the organization has been of 


long standing and in his series of esca- 
pades in various parts of the country Hay- 
ward has handled a large amount of the 
fictitious cash successfully enough to gain 
the entire confidence of the gang. 

The money which Catherine Ging 
obtained from Hayward, just previous to 
her death, was shown to have been a por- 
tion of the green goods” which passed 
into her possession from Hayward, who 
afterward found it necessary to put his 
victim out of the way to prevent exposure. 
The authorities do not claim that this was 
the main cause of Miss Ging’s removal. 
but that it was a factor which counted. 

MISS JULIA DENIES IT. 

AUBURN (N. Y.,) Dec. 17.—Miss Julia 
Gimg denies that she has received any 
such letter as is mentioned in the Minne- 
polis dispatch today. Miss Ging further 
says that she has received no information 
relative to her sister’s murder, other 
than that contained in the newspapers. 
She has no knowledge, she asserts, of 
Hayward or any “green-goods” deal that 
her sister may have been engaged in 
with him. 

HAYWARD ASKS A CONTINUANCE. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 17.—Harry Hay- 
| ward was brought over from St. Paul this 
afternoon to plead to the indictment charg- 
ing him with the murder of Catherine 
Ging, but asked a continuance and .was 
granted until Saturday n next to 
make his plea. 


Financially Embarrassed. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—Job Batty’s 
Sons, one of the oldest, establishments in 
yarn ‘and carpets in the Kensington dis- 
trict, are financially embarrassed, with lia- 
bilities aggregating $200,000. A member of 
the firm said the present trouble was 
caused by Miller & Sattersfield, who put 
the Sheriff on for a $10,000 claim. They 
also charged the firm with obtaining goods 
under false pretenses.

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A TRIPARTITE TREATY. 


Colombia, Ecuador and Peru are to 


Arbitrate a Land Dispute.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A special to a 
morning paper from Lima, Peru, says 
that the treaty between Colombia, Ecuador 
and Peru has been signed by. the pleni- 
potentiaries of the countries named. Ac- 
cording to its conditions, Colombia sub- 
scribes to the arbitrdtion agreement signed 
by Peru and Ecuador on August 1, 1887, 
but the three nations stipulate that Spain 
shall be the arbitrator to decide the mat- 
ter.

BLUEFIELDS AGAIN. 


Great Britain Said to to be Conspiring 
to Restore Chief Clarence.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A special to a 
morning paper from Kingston, Jamaica, 
says that new and important developments 
in the Bluefields affairs may soon 
looked for. For several days past there 
have been secret conferences between™ ex- 
Chief Clarence, some of his followers and 
the British representatives here. 

Great Britain, it is reported, has deter- 
mined to restore Clarence to power at 
Bluefields, and arrangements to that end, 
it is believed, are now being perfected. 
There is reason to believe that the 
American Consul and commander cf the 
Columbia are alive to what is going on, 
and have doubtless informed the authori- 
ties at Washington.

A SHOOTING-BOX. 


WHERE EXPRESS MESSENGERS 
CAN POP BANDITS. 


A St. Louis Policeman Invents a 
Sure Cure for Train-robbers— 
Steel Domes Which Work

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 17.—A member of the 
St. Louis police force has invented what 
he thinks will be a sure cure for the 
train-robberies which have become epi- 
demic of late. The invention is a de- 
vice to be placed on top of express cars, 
whereby the messenger, in case of rob- 

„can take refuge, and at the same 
time guard the car. He calls it the re- 
volving, automatic steel-dome bandit-and- 
bullet-proof car attachment. The domes 
are ten in number, and are attached to 
each end of a steel beam which is centered 
on a pivot-bearing on the center of the 
cartop. Both domes have cranks connect- 
ing with a cogged pitman, which extends 
to the center, or stationary cog-wheel, 
from which the propelling power is ob- 
tained. The power of one dome is only 
necessary, but that of both may be used. 

The domes are made of two sections 
and slide or work automatically. They are 
of plate steel, and are sixty inches high 
when open and thirty inches when closed, 
thus escaping low bridges, tunnels, etc., 
and weighing less than 1000 pounds. A 
man has ample room inside of the dome 
to accurately use a sixteen-shot repeating 
Winchester through portholes in the side. 


It is designed that the express car will. 


receive a signal from the engineer by 
electric bell or whistle in case of a signal 
to stop his train by bandits. The messen- 
ger will then enter the dome by means of 
the rope ladders from the inside, which he 
pulls up, and have it propelled to the side 
of the car in readiness when the train 
has come to a stop. The man or men in 
the domes have the advantage of seeing 


everything in motion on either side of the 


car, and if the engineer is held up by 
the bandits the man in the dome can kill 
the bandits and free the engineer. The 
portholes in the dome can all be kept 
closed except the one in use. 

A short section of rope ladder is at- 
tached to the upper part of the dome 
by automatic or pulley purchase. When 
ascending, this forces the top of the dome 
to its full height, where it latches itself 
for action. The slide door on the bot- 
tom of the dome where one enters closes 
tightly. With the crank the messenger 
propels himself to any position he desires. 
The time required to enter the dome from 
the car ready for action is ten seconds. 
The domes are made of one-eighth and 
three-sixteenth inch thick armor plate- 
steel, and are absolutely bullet-proof to 
the penetration of any rifle. They are ab- 
solutely bombshell, dynamite and flre- 
proof, being twenty to twenty-five feet 
above the ground, according to the grade 
of the road, and fifteen feet clear on the 
body of the car, having a hole and ladder 
to escape with if necessary. The cost of 
the device is said to. be reasonable, 


NOT A TRUE STORY. 


Harrison, Miller and Williams Will 
not Form a Law Firm.

The 
savings bank also closed. The latter, as 
soon as collections are made, will be re- 
opened.

Senator Peffer Objects to Buying the 
Enterprise—Mr. Turpie not Sat- 
isfied with the Pending 
Bill as Worded.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Senate 
was called to order today by Vice-Pres- 
ident Stevenson. A communication from 
Secretary Gresham, relative to the con- 
tinuation of the Bureau of American Re- 
publics, was referred to the Committee 
on Appropriations, 

Senator Blanchard of Louisiana pre- 
sented petitions, praying for the passage 
by the Senate of a land-grant forfeiture 
bill. 

Senator Berry, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Public Lands, said that work is 
being done in committee on the bill. 

Senator Hill of New York presented a 
resolution, calling upon Secretary Carlisle 
for a copy of the income-tax regulations 
which were passed. 

The bill for a national university was 
then taken up, and, when Senator Kyle 
concluded his remarks on the bill, it 
was again placed on the calendar. The 
Senate then resumed consideration of the 
Nicaragua Canal Bill, and Senator Peffer 
addressed the Senate. He did not be- 
lieve the country is in a condition to buy 
the canal and issue bonds for its payment. 
The Constitution did not authorize the 
lending of money for the purpose of for- 
warding a private enterprise, as was 
proposed to be done 
would be better for the government to 
butid the canal. 

Senator Squire of Washington followed, 
with a hearty indorsement of the canal 
project, which he said would be of greater 
importance to the western world than 
the Suez Canal to the eastern. At this 
point, Senator Turpie offered an amend- 
ment, providing that before any provisions 
of the act are enforced, the President is 
to appoint three competent engineers, two 
of them from the Engineers Corps, and 
one from civil life, not interested in the 
canal company, to make a survey, and 
estimate of the expense of construc- 
tion of the canal on the route proposed. 

Mr. Turpie then proceeded to address 
the Suite on the pending bill. He started 
out bv saying that he was heartily in 
favor of the construction of this canal, or 
any other navigable highway tbiough the 
isthmus. He did not regard the pending 
bill, however, as furnishing means for ac- 
complishment of this enterprise as tending 
to promote the prosecution of completion 
of the canal. Ho regarded it, whether de- 
signed or undesigned, as one of the meas- 
ures which will assuredly lead to another 
failure. After detail'ng the original under- 
standing that the government need not be 
asked to guarantee the Maritime Com- 
pany’s indebtedness. Mr. Turpie asked 
with some display of feeling with what 
fairness the company can now come to 
Congress and ask a subscription to the ex- 
tent of $70,000,000. 

Senator Morgan interjected the remark 
that the company “had not come here to 
make such requests, to which Senator 
Turpie replied: ‘“‘Then they have a very 
peculiar style of staying away.“ He ridi- 
culed the talk of selling the company’s 
bonds in England, and declared that its 
entire assets could not be sold in London 
for $50. There was no difficulty, he said, 
in the way of construction offered by the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. Referring to the 
numerous surveys for a route, he laid par- 
ticular stress on that of 1851 by Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and associates, any one of 
whom, he asserted, could have completed 
the canal, yet the enterprise had been 
abandoned. 

Pending the conclusion of his remarks, 
the Senate at 4:55 went into executive 
session, and at 5:07 p.m. adjourned. 

HOUSE:—At the opening of the session 
of the house today, Mr. Herrman of Ore- 
gon presented a preamble and resolution 
declaring that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
was an obstacle to the construction of an 
inter-oceanic canal and that it should be 
abrogated. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 

Fifteen of the sixteen bills favorably re- 
ported from the Friday night session were 
passed without . in exactly four 
minutes. 

Mr. MeRae, chairmen of the Committee 
on Public Lands, moved to pass, under 
a suspension of the rules, the bill to pro- 
tect public forest reservations. 

Mr. Wells of Wisconsin charged that 
rascality was behind the bill and predicted 
that those who were pushing it through 
with whip and spur would live to regret 
their action. The vote resulted 159 to 53 
and the bill was passed. 

Mr. Springer of Illinois then presented 
the report of the majority on the Carlisle 
Banking Bill, and it was ordered printed, 
together with the minority report, to be 
presented by Mr. Walker of Massachusetts. 

Mr. Outhwaite, chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee, called up the Army 
Appropriation Bill, and explained its pro- 
visions. The ill carried $23,299,814, or 
$168,616 less than the appropriation for 
the current fiscal year, and 11,305,833 less 
than the estimates. Three propositions in 
the bill were new, all being recommended 
by the Secretary of War. One reduced the 
number of majors in the pay department 
to twenty, a reduction of five. The sec- 
ond reduced the number of captains in the 
subsistence department by four, and the 
third transferred the military prison at 
Fort Leavenworth to the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Justice. The bill was 
passed without amendment. |

Over Fifty Men Given Up 
for Lost. 


No Word from the Two Missing Col- 
liers, the Montserrat and 
the Keweenaw. 


Shortage in the Frisco Street Depart- 
ment—Supreme Justice Harrison 
Scored—Miners Rescued 
from a Mine.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.— 
steam colliers Montserrat and Kew 
have been lost at sea with all on board is 
now considered almost a certainty. The 
Montserrat and Nanaimo and the Kewee- 
naw from Comox, B. C., are both seven 
days overdue at this port. For several 
days tugs and coasting steamers all along 
the northern coast have kept a sharp look- 
out, but no tidings of either steamer have 
been received. Both vessels were heavily 
loaded and the prevailing opinion is that 
they were lost almost together in the ter- 
rific gale that raged off Cape Flattery on 
the night that they put to sea. 

The Montserrat, Capt. Blackburn, carried 
a crew of twenty men, and the Keweenaw, 
Capt. Jenkins, had a crew of thirty men. 
Anxiety is also felt for the barks Germania 
and Columbia. The Germania, laden with 


t the 


and the Columbia, with lumber, sailed 
from Port Blakely thirteen days ago. 
However, sailing passages of fourteen and 
sixteen days are of frequent occurrence, 
and but for the storm which the vessels 
must have encountered no fear would be 
felt for their safety. 

From reports received to date it is pos- 
itively known that at least four vessels 
were wrecked during the gale. The British 
ship Scottish Dales was dismantled off 
Cape Flattery, but was picked up by a 
steamer and towed into Port Townsend. 
The bark John Wooster was lost off Gray’s 
Harbor, on the Washington coast. The 
schooner Garcia was wrecked off Tillamook 
Rock. Her crew of six men is still miss- 
ing. The schooner W. L. Beebe was 
wrecked in the breakers in an attempt to 
cross the San Francisco bar. All the 
steamers and sailing craft that have 
reacher port since the storm report terrible 
experiences in the gale, which prevailed 
all along the coast north of Son Francisco. 

Capt. Rasmussen, an old sailor of the 
coast, and now commander of the tug 
Sea King, believes that both or one of 
the colliers will come into port before 
many days. He says that it is not likely 
that two steamers would succumb to the 
storm at the same time, and many vessels 
that have almost been given up as lost 
have turned up all right, and had some 
tale to tell of a terrible battle with the 
elements. 

Neither of the colliers could make any 
headway against the storm which bowled 
up the coast, and probably one of them 
broke some of her machinery and hoisted 
a signal of distress. That one is more likely 
the Keweenaw, as she is known to be 
weak in same parts, and especially about 
the stern frames, which, in all likelihood, 
gave way under the racing of the engines 
when the propeller was thrown out of the 
water. In that case, the Montserrat would 
have her in tow, and the best she could 
do would be to keep her head against the 
seas and drift with the storm. If such is 
the case, the two steamers are now some- 
where in shelter in some of the bays about 
the northern end of Vancouver Island, 
where the crews can reach no means of 
communication with their friends. 

The only copy of the articles of the 
Montserrat which would give the names 
of the crew is on board the steamer and 
in possession of the captain, so that there 
is no definite record on land of the names 
of the crews. It is known, ~ however, 
that she had twenty-eight men on board, 
all told, so far as known at present. They 
were:

FIRE IN THE DEPTHS. 


One Hundred and Twenty-five Men 
Taken from a Burning Mine. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 17.—Fire broke 
out in the Oregon Improvement Company’s 
Newcastle coal-mine at Ooal Creek, ten 
miles from this city, at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning, and the creek was turned into 
the mine to extinguish the flames. At 7 
a.m. John Morgan found flames in a cedar 
stick on the second level. He put them out, 
but an hour and a half later another man 
saw fire coming from a breast on the third 
level and gave the alarm. Morgan started 
down the slope, but sent back for a wrench 
and while waiting, the flames burst out 
and he abandoned the attempt. This de® 
lay saved him from certain death. 

In the midst of wild confusion, Superin- 
tendent Anderson telephoned below telling : 
the 125 men in the mine below how to 
escape and stayed at the telephone until 
the fire rove him away. By this time the 
125 men had come, out, but more re- 
mained and five men, Will Hann, Andy 
Reynolds, John Erickson, Andy Stewart 
and John Morgan, went down the airshaft 


to warn them, though the slope was burn- 


ing within one hundred feet. The fans 
were kept going though they fanned the 
flames and enormously increased the loss 
and men worked like demons to keep the 
flames from them, for a moment's stop- 
page would have meant death. 

The last man was brought out at 2:30 
p.m., and the roll was called. The open- 
ings were then stopped, and Coal Creek 
was dammed and turned into the mine. 
Tomorrow the fans will be reversed to 
draw out the smoke while men go down 
to fight the fire. The machinery and top- 
works were saved, except the roof of the 
slope, but twenty-two mules, harness, 
cars and other property were burned. The 
loss aggregates $50,000 


_ A WHITE BOY’S FATE. 


Held as a Slave Until He Shall Rule 
the Chucklesetts. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 17.—At Oukinsh 
Inlet on the west coast of Vancouver Isl- 
and, between Kyuquoit and Cape Scott, 
Arthur Bellinger, a seven-year-old white 
boy, is held as a slave. His owner and 
master is Chief Titlouse of the Chuckle- 
sett tribe, who purchased the lad a few 
weeks ago for 390 cash, and who expects 
to rear t#recyoungster and inculcate the tra- 
ditions Ahe tribe so that he may bé 
come the head and founder of a new and 
strong Chucklesett nation. 

The lad was seen by a number of sealing 

captains. who went to the west coast to 
sign Indian hunters, and who found the 
boy tatooed, painted and garbed in the 
costume of a young brave and enthroned 
in the chief’s house at Oukinsh. Chies 
Titlouse explained that his tribe was rap- 
idly becoming extinet, and that it would 
be the boy’s great mission to avert this 
fate. He would, the Indian promised, be 
well cared for and allowed to want for 
nothing. He had been brought into the 
tribe, but not to toil. Already twenty wives 
had been selected for him, the number al- 
lowed’ to the greatest chiefs. 
The boy told the captain that he had 
been sold by a man claiming to be his 
father, but he is believed to have been kid- 
naped from Seattle. He says his name 
is Arthur. He is terror-stricken among the 
Indians, who are the lowest type of abor- 
igines on the Pacific Coast. The provincial 
police are taking steps to rescue the lad. 


A SPUNKY ATTORNEY. 


Philbrook Attacks the Reputation of 


Supreme Justice Harrison. 

SAN FRANCISCO; Dec. 17.—Attorney 
Horace W. Philbrook appeared before the 
State Supreme Court, this morning, and 
endeavored to show why he should not 
be punished for contempt in having mer- 
cilessly scored Justice Harrison for his 
action in the Newman-Levison litigation, .

Last summer 
the bank suspended, having very small 
assets, and owing the city about $90,000.

Judge Parker, in deciding one of the ob- 
jections miede by the defense said: “A 
man cannot be sent to the penitentiary 
on the evidence of books made by another 
man.“

The Government Will Retaliate for 
Discriminatifig Tariffs.

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—A. special to the 
Post from Washington says that a cable 
message of the greatest importance to 
the commercial interests of the United 
States has gone from the State Depart- 
ment at Washington to Madrid. It is

‘Laborites Elect McBride as 
President. 


The Retiring Official Announces His 
Satisfaction at the Prospect 
of a Rest. 


Indianapolis Chosen as the Future 
Location of a Headquarters—The 
Next Meeting Will be Held 
at New York. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

DENVER, Dec. 17.—The convention of 
the American Federation of Labor did 
more business today than in any preceding 
day. The members expended their surplus 
energy in discussing the merits of the 
„political programme, and were ready to 
do business today. There were some sur- 
prises in the day's action, the most im- 
portant of them being the defeat of Presi- 
dent Gompers for re-election. It had been 
known that an effort was being made to 
displace him, but when the convention ad- 
‘journed' on Saturday night it was not be- 
Sunday 
was, however, devoted to electioneering by 
the McBride contingent, and when the 
delegates came together this morning it 
was generally understood that Gompers 
would be retired. His election as fra- 
ternal delegate tö the British labor con- 
vention was intended as a sort of evir 
dence that the convention recognized his 
loyalty, while questioning his ability to 
best serve the federation as its president. 

The delegates were nearly all in their 
seats when the roll was called. The first 
business was to determine the future lo- 
cation of the headquarters of the federa- 
tion. Indianapolis and Washington were 
the only contestants. The vote resulted: 
Indianapolis 1290, Washington 926. A mo- 
tion to make Indianapolis the location for 
three years was amended to make it five 
years, and referred to the Committee on 
Laws. 

The election of officers was then taken 
up. Gompers and John McBride, presi- 
dent of the Union Mine-workers, were the 
only candidates for the presidency. The 
vote resulted: McBride 1162, Gompers 937. 
It was evident at the start that the ques- 
tion had been settled so far as the oa 

e 
vote proceeded without incident, except 
that several delegates announced that they 
voted against Gompers by instructions 
from their unions. Gompers at once wrote 
and dispatched the following message to 
McBride, who is now ill at his home: 

“John McBride, Columbus, O.: Con- 
gratulations on election as president. of 
the federation. None will be more loyal 
than I to aid and make your administra- 
tion successful. 

(Signed) “SAMUEL GOMPERS.” 

For first vice-president, T. J. Morgan 
of Chicago and McGuire of spoons 
were nominated. The vote was: e- 
Guire, 1865; Morgan, 226. The election 
was made unanimous. James Duncan of 
Baltimore was made second vice-presi- 
dent by a vote of 2185 to 60 for Charles 
For third vice- 
president, James Brettell and Roady 
Kenehan of Denver were nominated. The 
result was: Brettel, 459; Kenehan, 1714. 
Eldorkin of the Seaman’s Union was 


elected fourth vice-president; Eldorkin, 
1213: Mahon, 918, 
The election of secre was next in 


order. There were several candidates, 
A. McGraith of Boston receiving the most 
votes afd his election was e unani-. 
mous. For treasurer, John B. Lennon, 
the present incumbent was nominated, 
and as there was ub opposition he was 
elected by acclamation. 

Gompers took the floor and announced 
his satisfaction in being relieved from 
the responsibilities of the presidency of 
the organization. He said that he had 
been made an old man in his compara- 
tive youth by the burdens of the office, 
but he felt that he represented a prin- 
ciple and would not lie down. He pre- 
ferred to be mowed down. He regretted 
no act of his official career. He re- 
viewed his allegiance to the federation. 
If he had met defeat in the Chicago con- 
vention he would have gone .out of the 
convention broken-hearted. Now ho felt 
differently. He read his telegram to Mc- 
Bride. saying: 1 meant that and if any 
man or men should try to drag down 
John McBride, or to strike at the heart 
of union labor through John McBride he 
will find me a harder fighter for him. 
than I have been for myself.“ 

For the place for the next meeting New 
York and St. Louis were placed in nom- 
ination. The vote was: New York, 1335; 
St. Louis, 668. 

Delegate Lennon moved that two fra- 
ternal delegates be sent to the British 
Trades Congress, to bo held -in Cardiff, 
Wales. This was carried, and Samuel 
Gompers, P, J. Meduire and F. H. 
Penna were placed in nomination. The 
vote resulted as follows; Gompers, -1747;. 
McGuire, 1139; Penna, 870. On motion of 
Penna, the choice -was made unanimous. 
Secretary Evans read a telegram sent 
by the officers of the Federation of Labor, 
notifying John McBride of his election as 
president of that body. 
The special committee, appointed to 
draft resolutions on MoGuire’s Seamen’s 
Rights Bill, now before Congress, re-

JOHN BURNS AT OMAHA. 

OMAHA, Dec. 17.—John Burns, the Lon- 
don dockers’ friend, was accorded a hearty 
welcome by an audience that filled the 
largest available hall in the city tonight. 
Prominent among those who supported him | 
on the platform: was Edward Rosewater of 
the Omaha Bee. Burns opened with a 
warm appeal ‘for trades-unionism; for sup- 
port from the worker and for sympathy 
from all classes of the community. He 
asked for fair play and honest criticism 
of the leaders of labor battles. The chief 
point of his address, however, was devoted 
to a scathing tirade against municipal rob- 
bery and boodleism, and his insisted that 
the workingmen must take this matter up 
for themselves. 

In conclusion he pointed out what he

ful attitude on the question of political 
action when the constitution of the federa- 
tion distinctly stated it to be the object of 
the organization to secure legislation 
needed by the working classes.

Debs and His Attorneys Hatching a 
Deep, Dark Plot.

forts to provide an escape for the ex-strike 
leaders from jail sentences pronounced 
by Judge Woods in contempt proceedings 
last Friday.

REICHSTAG. | 


President von Levetzow — The 
Lack of a Quorum Causes 
an Adjournment.

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Dr. Neiberling, imperial Secretary of Jus- 
tice, intr@fuced the Anti-revolutionary bill 
in the Reichstag today. He said it was 
not intended to upset public opinion, nor 
was it a disguised anti-socialistic law, but 
it was directed against excesses of a crim- 
inal nature and against, the work of 
revolutionists seeking to undermine the 
State. The Secretary of Justice then pro- 
ceeded to refer to several inflammatory 
pamphlets which have recently appeared. 
The interruptions ef the Socialists were 
so frequent and of such a nature that the 
president of the Reichstag, Herr von Lev- 
etzow, was compelled several times to call 
them to order. Dr. Netberling then pro- 
duced a revolutionary broad-sheet which 
he asserted was intended for circulation 
in the barracks of the soldiers. He added: 
The alm of our opponents can only be 

dy overthrowing 1 order, 
and I trust a majority of the house will 
support the government against this enemy 
which denies everything sacred to the peo- 
ple,“ (Applause.) 

Herr Singer moved adjournment of the 
Reichstag, expressing doubt whether a 
sufficient number of deputies were pres- 
ent to enable a vote to be taken. After 
roli-call it was found that Herr Singer's 
point was well taken, consequently Herr 
von Levetzow, president of the Reichstag, 
adjourned the debate on the Anti-Revolu- 
tionary bill until January 8.

Arthur. This dispatch says that the gov- 
ernment is not yet in possession of the 
full facts; but has ascertained the follow- 
ing circumbtances: Many Chinese soldiers, 
both those at Port Arthur and those who 
came, n from outlying fortifications taken 
by Japanese soldiers, discarded their uni- 
forms, and it is now known to be certain 
that nearly all the Chinese in plain clothes 
killed were soldiers in disguise. : 
The Chinese inhabitants, presumably a 
majority, of Port Arthur, left before the 
engagement, though some remained, hav- 
ing been 7 7 and ordered to resist the 
Japanese and to fire upon them. This 
they did, and, in the confusion of the 


them from Chinese soldiers. 

The Japanese army entering Port Arthur 
were greatly excited by the sight of the 
fearfully-mutilated bodies of their com- 
rades, some of whom have been burned 
alive and some crucified. Notwithstand- 
ing this, the discipline of the army was 
maintained. A number of Chinese pris- 
oners were taken and kindly treated. The 
wounded who could be moved are on the 
way to Tokio, and will arrive in a few 
days. 

WHY CHINA HAS BEEN DEFEATED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—K. P. Lee, 
a native of China, a graduate of Yale, 
secretary and interpreter for the Chinese 
Minister at Washington during President 
Cleveland's last administration; has just 
returned from’ his native land. He says 
that words cannot express the blundering 
‘and stupidity of China during the war 
which he predicts will not cease until the 
Japanese army marches into Peking this 
winter, or at least by spring. By that 
time he says that China will be com- 
pletely vanquished. 

He ascribes China's defeat to the cor- 
ruptness of her officials, who have stolen 
millions of dollars, and to the fact that 
Japanese young men educated abroad are 
given positions of trust, whereas China 
will not give a chance to native youths 
educated abroad.

A REPORT BY THE GOVERNOR 
THEREOF. 


The Territory Has Prospered During 
the Year, Though There is a 
Depreciation in Taxable 


Property. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 15.—The annual 
report of Gov. Hughes to the Secretary of 
the Interior says that notwithstanding the 
general depression in the country during 
the year, Arizona has enjoyed a period of 
more than average prosperity. The two 
previous years of drought, resulting in a 
loss of more than 50 per cent. of the range 
cattle of the Territory, were followed by a 
generous supply of rain during the past 
year, which has given abundance of pas- 
ture resulting in a general recuperation of 
the stock interests. 

The closing of the silver mines caused 
by the low price of silver, has resulted in 
a marked increase in the gold production. 
The gold output during the year was 
$2,080,250; the silver output, $1,700,800; 
copper, 48,270,500 pounds. The total out- 
out an these three metals for the last 
‘eighteen years is valued at $101,784,017. 

The progress in agricuiture has been 
most gratifying, and much land has been 
added to the farming area. 
“vision has been made by law for the col- 
the population can 
only be estimated, and it is approximately 
stated at 70,000, excluding Indians not 
taxed. More than 20 per cent. of the in- 
creased population is native-born. The 
school census of last year shows the num- 
ber of children of school age to be 16,202. 

The taxable property in the Territory is 
valued at $27,061,974, as against $28,486,183 
tor 1893, being a depreciation of $1,424,208. 
There are over 1066 miles of railroad in 
the Territory of a total valuation of 35, 
651,053. The bonded debt of the Territory 
is $2,036,000; the floating debt, $170,523; 
funded debt, $1,331,899; net Territorial 
debt, $874,624. There are eight banks 
operating under the law of the Territory 
with a total capital of $324,450, and five 
national banks with a total capital of $400,- 
000. Duting the year there was but one 
bank failure. 

The amount of land entered in the 
Tucson or Gila district for the year ap- 
proximates 50,000 acres, and final proof 
was made during the same period on about 
35,000 ocres. In the Prescott district 
16,925 acres were entered, with final action 
on 5477 acres. The total amount of land 
selected by the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road on which final action has been taken 
on 163,520 acres. Contracts were entered 
into through the Surveyor-General's office 
for the survey of 245,000 acres, and there 
is now pending in the office contracts for 
the survey of lands in the Atlantic and 
Pacific grant amounting in the aggregate 
to 1,033,000 acres, which, it is anticipated, 
will be accepted by the Interior Depart- 
ment during the next six months. The 
area reclaimed to agriculture will aggre- 
gate over 650,000 acres, of which about 
70,000 acres have been added during the 
the past year, notwithstanding the fact 
that three important irrigation enterprises 
were forced to cease construction owing to 
the unfavorable condition of the financial 
market. Several important enterprises 
have been inaugurated, and it is estimated 
that under reergamization the Florence 
Canal and Colorado Canal will add nearty 
half a million acres to the cultivated dis- 


tricts. 

Considerable space is devoted to the in- 
ternal development of the Territory and 
the mineral resources and lumber indus- 
try, and after stating that the condition 
of all Indians ia satisfactory with the ex- 
ception of the Navajoes, who are trespass-

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT IN THE 
BLACK FOGS OF LONDON. 


Bamboo Filaments Obsolete—A Suc- 

cessful Windmill Piant-—Changes 

im Telephony—Electricity 
as a Man-killer. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8, 1894.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The great Edison incandes- 
cent lamp worke are no longer turning 
out lamps with bamboo filaments. This 
simple fact covers a whole period without 
parallel for indefatigable research and 
ceaseless invention., m the art of 
making incandescent lamps began, some 
fifteen years ago, all kinds of carbonizable 
substances were diligently experimented 
with—wood, paper, silk, hair, putty—and 
Edison has stated that he made no fewer 
than 2000 separate tests of such mate- 
rials before he settled finally on bamboo 
as the best for reduction to carbon and 
for subsequent durability. But there are 
many different varieties of bamboo, and 
Edison ransacked the earth in the quest 
for the kinds having the toughest, 
straightest fibers. His emissaries visited 
all the tropical quarters of the globe, 
penetrating to regions up the Amazon, 
in India and Japan, never before trodden 
by — American. The of ad- 
venturous discoveries was selection of 
a species which has been used 
until very recently. But hewer processes 
have come to the front, and bamboo gives 
way to paper as the basis of the delicate 
biack filament that glows golden when 
the current passes through it. We are 
said to be on the eve of cheaper lamps, 
due not alone to improved manufacture, 
but to foreign competition. The expected 
arrival of 75,000 German lamps in New 
York was noted the other day, although 
in England lamp dealers, after using them, 
have begun to advertise their lamps as 
“not of German make.“ 

A SUCCESSFUL WINDMILL PLANT. 


George E. McQuesten of Marblehead 
Neck, Mass., has given the electrical press 
the encouraging results obtained with his 
windmill electric lighting plant. at the 
family summer residence there. In the 
spring of 1892, he installed a small steam 
lighting plant, supplemented by storage 
batteries, and got his lights at about 1 
cent per lamp per hour, é&clusive of at- 
tendance, depreciation and Interest. This 
spring he put in a windmill plant, which 


consists of a twenty-foot wiüdmill mounted 


on a hard pine tower, seventy-five feet to 
center of the wheel from the ground and 
sixty feet to the platforni. Power is trans- 
mitted by means of bevel gears and shaft- 
ing to a house built at the base of the 
tower, which is eighteen feet six inches 
square at that point. This power drives 
a small dynamo, which in turn charges a 
set of forty-six storage batteries, and 


these supply current to no fewer than 137. 


lights. All the lights are not burned at 
once, but there was always plenty of 
current through the summer. At times 
when there was a brisk enough. wind to 
keep the batteries well charged, current 
was used also to drive an electric motor 
for running the machinery in a tool-shop. 
The windmill has thus furnished all the 
lights from May 1 to November 5, when 
the house was closed for the winter. The 
cost of the entire plant, which stands 
ready to start up any moment, and which, 
in winter, would also furnish current for 
heating, is put at about $1500. 
found that a ten-mile breeze yielded from 
three to five amperes of current at 110 
volts, while a twenty-mile breeze gave 
twenty to twenty-five amperes at 110 to 
113 yolts. The plant was not able to store 
all the current that a twenty-five mile 
breeze would develop. 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT IN ENGLAND. 

They who think that our English cohs- 
ins are slow in the adoption of the elec- 
tric light will be surprised to learn that 
at the end of 1893, the number of incandes- 
cent lamps in use in London was 349,600, 
and that the demand for current was 
largely in excess of the suppiy. As a 
matter of fact, the electric light has be- 
gun to make considerable headway in 
England, not on the rapid American plan, 
but with remarkable stability of construc- 
tion in plant and apparatus. Out of 
fifty towns possessing plants in 1893, 
thirty-five were the property of private 
companies, and the other fifteen were 
owned and operated by municipalities. Of 
the stations enumerated, fifteen used rope 
driving between their engines and dyna- 
mos. 

THE GROWTH OF ELECTRICITY. 

Not a little trouble is experienced today 
dy even the most thorough electricians 
in keeping up with the advance of the 
art and its theory, and many of them 
complain of the utter inadequacy of their 
time to master the current literature of 
electricity that is of value. Various 
schemes of indexing and digesting are pro- 
posed, but they all fail dismally when 
brought to bear on what was written 
and done in the time when electricity was 
really in its infancy.”” In other words, 
it is estimated that the articles and pub- 
lications of value on electricity since the 
beginning of the century vould make some 
fifty thousand titles, and it is claimed, 
with some show of reason, that this mass 
of record is more worthy of indéxing 
than that which ts now being put to- 
gether in current electrical books and 
journals. One of the most common and 
annoying things in electrical invention is 
the digging up of some one who has done 
it before. Every late electrical discovery 
and apparatus has been more or less an- 
ticipated, it would sometimes seem, but 
it is not until the inventof ard his 
backers have spent large sums of mofey 
and much time, that they find out how 
narrow and limited is the patent they 
can secure. Often, too, a line of investi- 
gation is engaged in at great expense, 
which some other unfortunate has already 
traversed, leaving behind him a copious 
but buried story of his failures. Henco 
it is asserted that if the electrical. liter- 
; ature of the past fifty or seventy-five 
years were digested, millions of money 
and much time would be saved, several 
reputations would be lowered, and others 
made, and that there would be revealed 
flelds of work deserving to be followed 
up from the point at which the effort 
was abandoned, when conditions were less 
favorable. 

CHANGES IN TELEPHONY. 

Of late years a good many changes have 
been quietly introduced in the technique 
and management of telephone exchanges, 
involving the expenditure of some very 
large sums of money, for the betterment 
of the service. Among these changes 
may be mentioned the removal of large 
masses of overhead wires, in the bigger 
cities; the general adoption of multiple 
ewitehboards, raising the speed of com- 
munication; the employment of a finer

type of transmitter, known as the “long- 
distance; the use of the ‘“‘budging-bell’’ 
system, which cuts down the resistance 
in the line, and gives clearer talking. To 
these may now be added the novel feature 
of dispensing with the battery at the 
subscriber’s instrument, and concentrating 
all the battery at the central office. One 
of the most familiar personages in con- 
nection with telephonic work has been 
the inspector, who comes around to test 
the battery, and who, if he happened to 
run short of sal ammoniac, often had no 
scruples against the use of common salt. 
His function will now be largely abolished, 
and, while the company will gain in econ- 
omy, the subscriber will, it is said, gain 
in the greater efficiency of the system. 

ELECTRICITY AS A MAN-KILLER. 

There is plenty of discussion on the sub- 
ject of electrocution and the possibility 
of reviving a man after he has been sub- 
mitted to “gerrycide,” but as a general 
thing the true point is missed. It is easy 
enough to kill anybody outright with an 
electric current provided it is the right 
kind and is applied long enough. So far, 
not an execution with electricity in this 
country has been made with apparatus 
designed for the purpose, but with com- 
mercial machinery, on which it was fre- 
quently sought to set a stigma of reproach. 
Of machinery that will kill there is a 
superbundance, and has been since the 
first days of arc lighting, when the alter- 
nating current was unheard of. Some arc 
machines are not man-killers, others of 
the “open-circuit” type will kill as 
promptly as a drunken cowboy. The po- 
tential of such machines hitherto has been 
2000 or 3000 volts, but large arc machines 
are now built and used that run up to 
7000 or 8000 volts. They feed circuits of 
150 to 175 are lights, and if a human be- 
ing gets in their path, nothing could ever 
resusicate him, let his morale be the high- 
est or his skin the thickest. 

ELECTRIC PRINTING PRESSES. 

The use of electric motors in printing 
presses is an old story. A great many 
newspapers and not a few job offices are 
now driven by electric power, and the 
number is rapidly on the increase. Hith- 
erto the motor has generally taken the 
place of the gas or steam engine and has 
been belted to a line of shafting, so that 
the economy of the change has not been 
as great as it might be. A decided inno- 
vation 1s now being made by literally 
building the motor into the press, so that 
it drives the machine in about the same 
manner as an electric motor propels a 
street car. There is not only an economy 
of space but an economy of power, and 
printers are reported to view the new de- 
parture with much favor, especially as 
the same presses will yield a much higher 
and steadier output.

TROLLEY CAR SIGNBOARDS. 

A New England inventor has devised an 
ingenious mechanism for the simultaneous 
turning of all the signboards on the top 
of electric cars. At present it is the habit 
of the conductor near or at the end of the 
route to go out with a long stick and turn 
around the four signboards. The new de- 
vice consists in mounting all these revolv- 
able boards on spindles geared to one an- 
other by beveled gears and connected with 
a vertical-spindle whose hand wheel and in- 
dex are convenient to the conductor. By 
turning the wheel all the boards are ope- 
rated at once, and the conductor can also 
tell what is visible to the public. Cur- 
rent can also be led into these boards for 
the purpose of illuminating them by means 
of incandescent lamps in their interior. 
This is only one of the problems of car 
labeling and distinction now that it is the 
custom for one company to own and ope- 
rate several routes with the same type of 
cars. The trouble is greater at night than 
by day, as many people are unable to tell

colored lights or read small Muminated 
figns at a short distance. One inventor 
has hit upon the plan of mounting a big 
bull’s eye colored light on the trolley pole, 
clear above everything else, where passen- 
gers can detect it without being dazzled or 
confused by the glare of headlights and 
Lamps inside the car.

LET US BUILD THAT ROAD. 


The suggestions that have been 
made in The Times regarding the con- 
struction of an independent railroad 


Valley have been taken up with much 
interest by the papers of that section 
Tulare, 
Fresno and even San Joaquin. The 
people of these sections all seem to bo 
delighted with the idea of getting out 
of the clutches of San Francisco and 
getting into connection with this grow- 
ing city of the South, which even the 
San Franciscans—or the more liberal- 
minded of them at least—now admit 
will, before long, become a dangerous 
rival of the City of the Golden Gate 
Now that so much enthusiasm has been 
aroused on the question, and while 
the subject is warm, why should we 
not make a determined effort to bring 
it to an issue? It is true that to a cer- 
tain extent the construction of an in- 
dependent railroad in Southern Call- 
fornia is a “hoodoo,” not to say a 
chestnut, as witness the numerous 
projects for a direct line East from 
San Diego and for a railroad from 
Los Angeles to Utah, but it does not 
by any means follow that such would 
always be the case. Los Angeles and 
Southern California have grown im- 
mensely during the past few years. 
We have not only grown in wealth, 


but in reputation. There is no diffi-. 


culty about our obtaining any reason- 
able amount of money on good se- 
curity, amd of good security we have 
plenty to offer. There is no doubt 
that such a line of railroad from Los 
Angeles through the San Joaquin Val- 
ley to the central part of the State 
would be a paying enterprise almost 
from the start, in spite of the deroga- 
tory remarks on the subject which 
have been made by some of the San 
Francisco newspapers, which remarks, 
of course, are quite natural under the 
circumstances. In Los Angeles county 
alone, as we have shown, the line 
would open up a large stretch of ter- 
ritory that is at present isolated from 
the world. Then, through the coun- 
ties of Kern and Tulare, the terri- 
tory which the road would traverse is 
as rich as the Delta of the Nile. Part 
of it is irrigated, and for the irriga- 
tion of the rest there is an abundance 
of water. All that has kept that rich 
section from becoming densely popu- 
lated has been the high charges for 
transportation, which are made by the 
railroad that now monopdlizes the 
trade. With a guarantee of moderate 
freight rates the southern part of the 
San Joaquin Valley would undoubt- 
edly, within a very few years, sustain a 
population ten times as great as it 
at present contains. 

The people of that section fully ap- 
preciate the advantage which Los An- 
geles offers them over San Francisco 
iu giving them a competing line to the 
East. Supposing they get to San Frau- 
cisco with their independent line, how 
much better off would they be? The 
people of San Francisco themselves 
are struggling to get away from ra‘l- 
road monopoly. This independent 
line would help the farmers of the 
San Joaquin f6 lay down their prod- 
ucts in-San Francisco, but San Fran- 
cisco cannot consume them all, and 
when it comes to a question of ship- 
ping them further, the producers 
would still have to pay toll to the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

There appears, therefore, to be an 
excellent opportunity for us to braune 
out and extend our tributary terri- 
tery toward the north. This is a ques- 
tion of great importance to the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of Los 
Angeles and not only to them, but to

that appears to offer a practical means 
of attaining the desired result with— 
out making the.outlay too heavy on 
any particular section or class of peo- 
ple.

TO WHOM: HONOR IS DUE. 


A correspondent, writing to the 
New York Tribune, demands to know 
why the newspapers of the metropo- 
lis, with their armies of trained re- 
porters, did not unmask the crimes 
of the Tammany regime, but left to 
“a simple minister of the gospel” 
Dr. Parkhurst, so difficult and impor- 
tant a work. The correspondent asks 
whether the great journals and their 
reporters did not know of these 
crimes, whether they were bribed to 


| keep silent, or whether they were ter- 


rorized into silence by fear of the 
power of Tammany. He closes his 
communication as follows: Since, 
under the circumstances, we must lose 
confidence in the great journals some- 
where, shall we lose confidence most 
in their sagacity, their honesty or 
their courage?” 

The correspondent bascs his series 
of questions upon a grossly false as- 
sumption. He assumes that the news- 
papers of New York had no hand in 
the exposure of the crimes and cor- 
ruptions of the Tammany government. 
The simple truth of the matter is that 
to the press is due even more credit 
than to Dr. Parkhurst in this matter. 
There is no desire in any quarter to 
detract from the noble and courageous 
work performed by Dr. Parkhurst. 
But evaty intelligent man must recog- 
nize the fact that he could never have 
succeeded in his task without the ac- 
tive syfhpathy and co-operation of the 
press. - 

The work performed by Dr. Park- 
hurst was the outgrowth and the cul- 
mination of a public sentiment which 
demandaud a thorough investigation of 
the rottenness of New York's munici- 
pal government. This public sentiment 
was in large part created by the press, 
which, without much regard to party 
predilections, denounced the methods 
of Tammany and in part exposed its 
corruption. The Lexow Committee 
was created and clothed with power 
to send for persons and papers, 
chiefly through the almost unanimous 
demand of the press for just such an 
investigation as it has made and is 
still making. The results of that in- 
vestigation, given to the public 
through the press, served to strengthen 
and broaden the public sentiment, 
which finally eventuated in the over- 
throw of Tammany and the destruc- 
tion of its power for evil, let us hope, 
for all time. | 

Without the invaluable aid of the 
press, the crusade headed by Dr. 
Parkhurst would undoubtedly have 
been a failure. With such powerful 
aid, it was a complete and trium- 
phant success. It is, therefore, a gross 
injustica to accuse the press of dila- 
toriness in this matter, since it paved 
the way for Dr. Parkhurst’s triumph, 
and courageously supported him 
throughout his campaign of righteous- 
ness. Let us render honor to whom 
honor is due. 


CAN THIS BE TRUE? . 


It is reported that Atty.-Gen. Olney 
has ordered that all the remaining 
cases against the railroad strikers be 
discontinued. It is not easy to under- 
stand what ground the Attorney-Gen- 
eral could base such an order upon. 
/ There have been quite a large number 
of convictions, including that of Debs, 
the arch-conspirator, upon strong and 
unimpeachable evidence. There are 
many cases yet pending, in which the 
evidence is quite as strong, no doubt, as 
it was in the cases of those men who 
have been found guilty. There is no 
good reason why the men against 
whom cases are still pending should 
be released. If they were guilty of 
violating the laws, they deserve pun- 
ishment. If they were not guilty, 
theif innocence would be made appar- 
ent for a fair trial. The law, in any 
event, should be allowed to take its 
course. 

The talk indulged in in some quar- 
ters to the effeet that the accused men 
have been “persecuted,” or that the 
laws have been in any wise “strained 
to secure their conviction,” is imbecile 
drivel. The laws have rather been 
strained in favor of the strikers. In 
too many instances, men guilty of 
grave infractions of law, such as 
should place them in penitentiaries for 
a term of years, have been allowed 
either to escape punishment alto- 
gether, or have been let off with short 
terms in county jails. Notably is this 
true in the case of Debs and his pals. 
who have received a punishment so 
ridiculously lighter than they deserve 
that they themselves regard it as a

IN THIS LAND OF CALM. 


Signs of rain appear in the sky 
again, and the constitutional grunt 
blers who were a short time since in 
their usual state of dissatisfaction be 
cause, forsooth, the rain did not come 
as carly as expected, are now giving 
themselves to prognostications that we 
are to have too much rain rfor the 
good of our crops and our general 
comfort. “It looks,” they say, “as if 
we were to have a wet year, and 
just as like as not our farmers will 
suffer from too frequent and heavy 
rains.“ 

Now if there is any part of the 
world where Nature can be relied upon 
to furnish us with good crops, com- 
fortable weather, and prosperous sea- 
sons, it is right here in California. In 
no part of the country are the condi- 
tions for growth and the maturing of 
harvests so favorable as in Southern 
California. It is seldom, if ever, that 
there is a general failure of harvests, 


} -farely that any one, even, entirely 


fails. Occasionally we have only a 
partial crop of some one production, 
but the farmers of this section have 
learned that it is not best to depend 
wholly upon any one thing, and 80 
the range of productions is diversified 
and if there is a partial failure in 
any direction the farmer is not crip- 
pled, for other harvests may be abun- 
dant. Our rich soil may be made to 
teem with wealth, and to produce al- 
most anything under the sun. We 
have scarce begun to know the possi- 
bilities of agriculture which this sec- 
tion possesses. Properly cultivated, 
or cultivated to the highest point of 
its susceptibility, and we might al- 
most supply the markets of the world 
with the almost infinite variety, of our 
fruits, and with the abundance of our 
sugar, wine and oil. With our agri- 
cultural. resources our State may be- 
come one of the richest States of the 
Union, yielding the fruits of almost 
every tree and plant that is pleasant 
to the sight and good for food. Dry 
seasons come rarely and those which 
are too wet, but seldom. “Just right“ 
is the term that may be applied to 
our climate, a climate where one may 
live and enjoy life and grow, rich and 
prosperous. 

Those who have lived long in the 
State trust the weather like an old 
friend, feeling sure that it will not 
disappoint them, that they can rely 
upon our sun to shine, the rain to fall 
in due time and in just measure, and 
the earth to yield her unfailing in- 
crease. In this land of calm we are 
in no terror of the fierce tempest, the 
blasting lightning or devastating 
floods. Our winter rains come as we 
ee them, succeeded by golden days 
whose harvests will rival those of any 
land under the sun. God never made 
a better land than the great empiro 
State of California. | 


To Pennsylvania must be accorded 
the honor of being the banner Republi- 
can State. The majority of the Re 
publican nominee for Governor, at the 
November election, was 242,745—prob- 
ably the largest State majority in the 
history of American politics. No won- 
der the chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee of Pennsyl- 
vania refers to this result as “an ap- 
palling disaster.” He points out the 
surprising fact that the Republican 
majority is “greater than the aggre- 
gate majorities of all the candidates, 
Republican and Democratic, who have 
ever been elected Governors of Penn- 
sylvania since the birth of the Repub- 
lican party.” He further points to the 
returns of the election to show that 
_ this unparalleled occurrence is due to 
- the fact that an eighth of a million of 
Pennsylvania voters transferred their 
ballots directly from the Democratic 
to the Republican side. It wasn't 
merely a landslide, in the Keystone 
State, it was an Alpine avalanche on 
an unprecedented scale. It was just 
h—uge! 


It is conceded on all sides that our 
immigration laws should be thor- 
oughly remodeled, and that they 
should be much more rigidly enforced 
than they have been in the past. It 
is true that immigration has fallen off 
during the past year or two, but this 
falling off has been chiefly because of 
the hard times in this country. So soon 
as business revives the turbid tide of 
immigration will again set toward our 
shores, unless it be stopped by severer 
restrictive laws. This matter should 
be taken up and promptly acted upon 
by Congress. Aud while the question 
is under consideration, it would be 
well to revive the anti-Anarchist Bill, 
which passed the Senate at the last 
session, but failed in the House be- 
cause of the latter’s adjournment. Of 
all classes of immigtants the Anar- 
chist is the least desirable, and he 
should be shut out of the country, 
along with other pests. 


It looks a little as if the Democrats 
in Congress were awakening in a 
measure to a sense of the mischief 
wrought by the last Congress, and 
the temper of the country in regard 
to it. It was a Democrat, Mr. Bartlett 
of New York, who offered the first 
bill in the House, a bill “to repeal the 
income-tax law.” It is exceedingly 
profitable business, this making laws 
and then promptly seeking to undo 
them because they are too onerous to 
be borne.

City Attorney McFarland filed yesterday 
with the City Council bis annual report 
showing the nature of the suits in which 
during the past year the city has been 
a party, the disposition of those termin- 
ated and the condition of those still pend- 
ing. The report in each case makes a 
brief but clear showing.

‘THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


The Substance of the Biennial Report 
Just Pnblished — Consolidation 
of the Brigades from Six 
to Three Advised. 


has published his biennial report, in which 
are made many suggestions and recom- 
mendations for the improvement of the 
State troops. With reference to the sub- 
stance of the report, the San Francisco 
Chronicle has the following: 

“Referring to reports from county as- 
sessors regarding the number of persons 
in their counties subject to military duty, 
the Adjutant-General say he has had 
great difficulty in obtaining correct reports 
from the assessors of several counties, 
and is satisfied that their reports do not 
show the actual number liable to military 
duty. This is an injury to the State, 
he continued, as upon the number of en- 
rolied militia is based the allotment by the 
general government ‘of the $400,000 ap- 
propriated by Congress for arming and 
equipping the organized militia of the sev- 
eral States. The law should be 80 
amended as to require a strict compliance 
with sec. 1897, Politicol Code. On De- 
cember 31, 1893, there were 173,004 persons 
in this State subject to military duty, be- 
ing an increase over the number reported 
in 1892 of 21,416. 

“The Adjutant-General favors the serv- 
ice uniform for the men, for he says they 
last better than dress uniforms and show 
off the good figures of the -men to ad- 
vantage. He is opposed to the new drill 
regulations, for, after more than a year’s 
trial, he is convinced that they will not be 
satisfactory. They do not meet the re- 


ganized in this country. The ‘officers of 
the line and the University Cadets are 
complimented for their general efficienty. 
Referring to the conduct of the troops 
during the recent railroad strike Gen. 
Allen says: From personal knowledge 
and from reports from the officers in com- 
mand of the regular troops, I can say the.

REDUCTION or ‘WAGES ON THE 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


No Trouble Anticipated by the Offi- 
clals—A New Time Card on the 
S. P.—Notes and Personal 
Mention. 


The proposed reduction of wages of cer- 
tain classes of employees on the South- 
ern Pacific, which goes into effect Jan- 
uary 1, has created but little talk among 
the men at this end of the line. It has 
been known for some weeks that a réd@uc- 
tion would be made, and when the official 
notice was posted in the roundhouses 
Saturday, it caused but little talk. ‘The 


@ it is part of the general system of 
retrenchment, it has been accepted phil- 
osophically, and the railroad officials do 
not anticipate any trouble of any kind. 
So far the only annoyance has been from 
the talk of some of the strikers, who 
lost their places last summer, and who 
are now trying stir up trouble, but 
they are meeting with no encouragement. 
The lesson of the disastrous strike will 
not soon be forgotten, and the men who 
have good positions, at fair wages, are 
not ready to surrender them at the or- 
der of irresponsible agitators. The actual 
employees are satisfied, and will remain 
in their positions.

THE STORY OF A TRAMP. 


[From a £ pecial Contributor. | 

In the sumer of 1893, when the black 
finandial clouds began to hover over 
America, when the wild runs on the 
banks commenced, when: the mills shut 
down, and a general. business paralysis 
eet in. I, John Wegster, was head book- 
keeper for a wealthy company in Denver, 
Colo. 

Our mill was one ‘of the first to feel 
the effects of the hard times, and, when 
the big wheels became still, the gates 
were closed,.and the long Une of grimy- 
handed workmen, marching with sad faces 
and solemn step, had wound down the 
etreet. and disapepared within their cheer- 
less homes, I slammed the books of the 
firm together, and fell to counting my 
own slender stock of cash. 

After paying my house rent, my furni- 
ture installment and my grocery bills 
for the month, I would have left exactly 
$10.55, and I ‘had a wife and baby de- 
pendent upon me for support. 

My wife, Glod bless her, was full et 
hope, but everything seemed black to me. 

I looked around Denver for two or 
three days, ready and willing to work at 
anything, but I could not earn a dol- 
lar. The trains each day bore hundreds 
of idle men eastward from Denver; but 
stiil the thousands of idle men left be- 
hind found nothing to do. 

Starvation stared me and my family 
in the face. Weak and weary each day, 
I returned from my hopeless tramp for 
work. 

I had but recently been advanced to 
the position of head book-keeper and, be- 
lieving my place secure, we had gone to 
hotiseckeeping, purchasing our furniture 
and carpets on the monthly installment 
plan. One evening I came home and 
found my wife in a bare empty house, 
crying as though she had lost her best 
friend. 

The furniture man had been there. 

I was well educated; I had always made 
a good living. It did nto seem that 1 
could come to want for a bare existence. 
Yet the wolf was at my door. I sold my 
weddingsuit for bread and meat, my treas- 
uted books, everything but the clothes I 
wore and my watch and chain; but still 
work did not come. 

When all hope was gone, my wife and 
I held a tearful conference, and it was 
decided that she must take music pupils, 
and I must go to my brother In Tucson, 
who was a railroad conductor. 

My wife was so fortunate as to get 
thtee pupils in one family, for whose 
tuition she would receive board and lodg- 
ine for herself and baby. Assured that 
she would not starve, I set out for Tuc- 
son ver the blind baggage, with a little 
bundle in my hands, and exactly $12.50 


in my pocket, all that was left of my 


watch and chain, which bal to go at last. 

I was put off several times, but finally 
reached Tucson, and found my brother. 

He had been as unfortunate as I, and 
could do absolutely nothing for me. I was 
too proud to let him know my exact 
financial standing. 

By his advice, and with some secret 
instructions to trainmen, who might know 
him, I started for Los Angeles. I got on 
very well as far as Colton. There I en- 
countered a detachment of the Industrial 
Army, and found the trains so closely 
watched that I was detained three days. 
— fared well, eating with the indus- 


8. 

At length I reached Los Angeles, travel- 
ing in the toilet room of a passenger car. 
I had left exactly $4.30. 

I slept in a tramps’ 10-cent lodging- 
house that night, and the next morning 
ate a 10-cent breakfast. All that day 
I sought for a position as book-keeper, but 
tound none. 

At night. as I retired to my 10-cent 
box, it did not seem that there was any 
place in the world for me. I felt that I 
had lost my grip. All that bound me—I 
cannot to say to home. for I had no home 
—buz to wife and baby, was my little bun- 
die, and that little bundle was all my 
worllly wealth. How many times that 
night did I hold each article in my hand, 
until it seemed that I could not put it 
away. 

There were two silver spoons, my wife's 
wedding ring, her neck chain and one of 
baby’s shoes, worn at the toe. These were 
packed with two soiled shirts, two pairs 
of stockings, three collars and a pair of 
cuffs, my only worldly wealth. 

My third day in Los Angeles I found that 
I had spent 90 cents. Ninety from $4.30 
leaves 33.40. 

It was useless to seek further for a 
position as book-keeper. I must look 

wer. 

Things were better than Denver, for Los 
Angeles is a brave city, and while she 
may haye her setbacks, nothing can stop 
her growth. At that particular time, how- 
ever, there had been an idiotic run on 
the banks, and money was temporarily 
hidden away, for Los Angeles felt the 
shock as well as other prosperous cities. 
Work there was none—for a poor man, 
who was without friends. 

Dime by dime my pittance dwindled 
away; my self-respect was fast going also. 
For a trifle, I so'd my shirts, my collars. 
Then, driven by hunger, I pawned my 
wife’s treasures—even her wedding ring, 
and thus existed for six days more. The 
little worn shoe was the only link that 
bound me to the past. At length 1 was 
forced to sell my vest and my last shirt 
from my back. Then all hope left me. 
My coat was buttoned to my chin, my 
pants were ragged, my shoes full of. holes, 
and my old straw hat tattered and torn. 
My hair was unkempt, and my face was 
unshaven. 

My last atom of _ self-respect—that 
mighty. anchor which has held many a 
storm-tossed human bark from drifting 
upon the rocks of despair, left me, as a 
cable snaps under an awful strain, and J 
was nothing but a tramp at last. 

I had sent three letters to my wife, as 
brave as I could write. But I had received 
not ove line in reply: I believed that she 
was dead, or had learned how low I had 
sunk, and had determined to shun me for- 
ever. 

Then I took to drink. 

I was a sure-enough tramp at last. 
use to ask for work any more. Respectable 
people would smell my stale-beer-laden 
breath, and would laugh at me, or shun me 
as they would any tramp. 

I began to associate with hobos, and to 
séarch the back yards of saloons for beer 
kegs. just thrown out, from which we 
drank the dregs. 

It was easier to sleep in an outhouse ‘or 
under a pair of steps then. It was a 
drunken stupor and the senses were be- 
numbed. But it was so cold in the early 

n low saloons, I would stand in with 
the barkeeper, and when a drunk would 
treat the crowd, I would step up, and as 
my 10-cent drink would assist to swell the 
receipts, I. would help mvsel" ‘to free 
— commission. 

me day I found an empty piano box in. 
A back yard, adjoining a saloon. For two 
months this was my home at night, and 
was not molested therein. I carried to 
it stealthily several old cans and a large 
pile of shavings for bedclothes. 

Several times on the street, when I was 
under the “influence,” policemen said to 
me: 

Jom on ter yez; git a move on yez.” 

One happy day I got a job as *. sand- 
wich—my first work for pay. For four days 
I paraded che streets between two cloth- 
ag signs at 50 cents a day. I, who had 
been head book-keeper for a million-dollar 
n: who had once sported a silk hat. kid 
gloves and a Fold-headed cane; who had 
Worn broadcloth and fine linen—I was a 
sandwich for a Jew clothing-dealer. But 
= had capital then, and then 1 made the 
meguaintance of-—I win call him Hans Mil-

I found that he told the truth, for 
the liquoy was well impregnated with 
amyllic alcohol, commonly called fusel oil, 
and, as it requires nearly 75 more degrees 
of heat to burn this than common, or 
ethyllic alcohol, of a necessity it remains 
longer in the system. Therefore, my 
brother tramp told the truth. It brings 
a drunk to stay. 

The incessant use of this vile liquor 
made me brutal, and I came to delight 
in brawls. I had lost the little shoe, and 
I did not care if 1 had. 

But conscience was not dead. Oh, those 
early moYnings in my piano-box! The 
effects of even the fusel oil weasing away, 
my temperature reduced, nothing to cover 
me but my pile of shavings, my brain 
on fire, conscience gnawing at my very 
soul—shall I say it?

An ordinance, es- 
tablishing the grade of Walnut street, be- 
tween Los Robles and Lake avenues, was 
read the first time. A resolution of in- 
tention to cause Cypress avenue, between 
Walnut street and Orange Grove avenue, 
to ‘tbe graded, curbed and guttered, was 
adopted. 

That mysterious report of Gervaise Pur- 
cell, a civil engineer, on the condition 
of the sewer farm, was again brought 
out of the pocket of President Lukens, 
with a letter accompanying it, which’ was 
pa about for the Trustees td read. 
Then ' Trustee Cox moved that Gervaise 
Purcell be employed at superintendént of 
the sewer farm at a salary of $150 a 
month, the employment to be termi 
at the option of the board.

THE MAN WHO DIED IN JAIL 
IDENTIFIED. 


He was a Notorious Character Who 
Had for Months Been Passing 

: Bogus Checks—Notes and 

Personals. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 17.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) Today considerably more has 
been learned concerning the stranger who 
so mysteriously died in the Anaheim jail 
last Saturday evening in less than an 
hour after the door of that institution 
closed on him, the details of which ap- 
peared in The Times this morning. It 
now transpires that the deceased is known 
over Southern California by half a dozen 
or more names, J. Olsen, alias O. Sanders, 
alias Charles Werner, alias John Willis, 
alias Oscar Bribach, and that he was a 
very worthless and dishonest character. 
80 far, it is not known what his real 
name is, although it is believed to be Os- 
car Bribach, as stated in The Times this 
morning. 

A further investigation into his history 
was made today by the representative of 
The Times, with the result that he was 
found to be unmistakably the same fellow 
who had been passing forged checks and 
| baffling the officers of Los Angeles; San 
Bernardino, Riverside and Orange counties 
for the past six months or more. 

Several months ago he passed three $24 
checks in Riverside, and then quietly dis- 
appeared for a short time. Then he turned 
up in Santa Ana in September and passed 
a check on the head clerk of P. H. Tur- 
ner’s shoe store for some twenty-odd dol- 
lars. This check was drawn on L. C. 
McKnight, and was indorsed by J. Olsen, 
supposed to be the bearer. Before the 
Officers here could find him he left, going 
to Los Angeles, where he passed four 
more checks of about $20 each, on promi- 
nent business men. Then he went to San 
Bernardino and renewed operations on 
the same line. This time he was caught 
and tried twice under the name of Charles 
Werner, on the forging of a check of 
$22.50, but in both instances the jury dis- 
agreed, and only last Tuesday he was dis- 
charged on motion of the San Bernardino 
county District Attorney. At the San 
Bernardino jail he left a valise and some 
old clothing, having borrowed the hat, 
coat and trousers he had on when he died 
of one of the trusties at the jail. He for- 

to return these clothes after the trial 
s over, and at once headed again for 
Orange county, arriving at Anaheim Fri- 
day evening, and registering at the Com- 
mercial Hotel as John Willis of Fuller- 
The following day he offered another 
check to Mr. Federman on W. J. Fay 
for $25, but it was refused and he was 
arrested, as detailed in this morning’s 
issue of The Times, the last act of his 
life being the passing in of his checks“ 
in a damp, cold cell of the City Jail. 

These were honored and the debt of 
life paid. 

Now that so much has been learned of 
the mysterious stranger, his remains will 
probably be interred tomorrow (Tuesday) 
at the expense of the county.

BARNES, THE POISONER, 
PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


A Movement at Redlands for the Con- 
struction of an Electric Rail- 
road—The Sunday-clos- 
ing Issue. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 17.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Mrs. Kate Barnes, held
